He offered alſo one Politick Reaſon to his LORDSH TP, which was this, That

_ of their Wives, Children, and their Eſtates alſo, are like ro be Deſtroyed in the gene- 
ral Ruine, it calls for pity from the moſt careleſs.

Hart he did not doubt but thar his Lordſhip would take all the Fare that was poſ- 
ſible tor the ſecuriry of this City and the Protcſtant Religion, and the (afery and 


p«cſervation of the Kings Life in the firſt place, upon which not only the Happineſs _ | 


of this Ciry, bur of the whole Nation depended ; and that he took rhe more liberty 
ſo ro ſpeak, becauſe it was very well known, though to the grief of all good Prore- 
ſtants, that there arc a certain ſort of men who make it their buſineſs ro leſſen rhe 


Proteſtants, and then caſt upon the Papiſts ; others would have ir to be altogether 
a Proteſtant Plot ; and that this ſort of Perſons were the moſt dangerous, and had 
been deſervedly ſtyled PROTESTANTS IN MASQUERADE, adding, That he had 
rather have todo with an open profeſt Papiſt, than with one of thele difguiſed Pro- 
teſtants: for that an open Enemy was much more eligible than a falſe Friend : Bur
